1* Jesurlty violations for the month of April twcsbered 13, the lowest 
nuab®r recorded siaoo statistics of this type lutve been, Maintained. Ten 
of the 13 violations occurred la two office ttrsae— sad QSO. fhs 
security situation continues on a eery favorable piano In that during the 
month of April 73 complete inspection* wore carried cut by the night duty 
security officer®. This represents comprehensive coverage and indicates 
tiiat the employee* are fully aware of their responsibilities for the 
safeguarding of classified material* 


2. The txeoutlve for I A £5 has received authority to establish a CI4 
Investigative Halt within t ft S for the Investigation of personnel oases. 

It ie anticipated that the organisation will begin to function on August 1. 
Organisational work has bsoa initiated and c nucleus of trained inveeti- 
galore has been set up for isiplee rotation of the program. This will 
resolve a rather serious situation which developed as a result of the FBI 
withdrawal of its investigative service# on 1 January 1648. 


3. Th® program for the establishes at of a eapurate guard force for all 
CIS buildings has been approved and negotiations ere now in progress with 
Department of Interior for implore rotation of this program* The establish- 
ment of a cron rat* guard force of high caliber personnel will greatly 
Increase the efficiency of the guard organization and the security of oar 
building operations. Direct control over the guards is a principal feature 
of this program, which will eliminate the conflicting Jurisdictions than 
exist in the present guard foroa. 

4. Negotiations with the Civil Service Cavuloaion fur the compliance 
by CJfA with the Federal loyalty Progress haw been conducted aad an under- 
standing; with the Ccraseisalos has hsen established wherein CIA will moot 
the requirements of the Loyalty Program to the greatest extent possible 
consistent with mt security re^uiremoats for the protection of intelligence
